St, Louis, March 29.—The news 
telegraphed from New York last night 
that Grand Master Workman Powderly 
had ordered the strikers on the Gould 
south western system to resume work 
immediately, pending arbitration, was 
received by the Knights here with in- 
credulity, some even going so far an to 
Say that they believed the telegrams 
were forgeries. Referring to Powderly's 
order to the Knights now on a strike 
in the southwest, members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of District Assembly 101 
say, “Powderly has exceeded his au- 
thority’’ and that such an order cannot 
be euforced until indorsed by their vote. 

Executive Committee of each 
fistrict assembly must meet and vote 
upon the proposition. The result of 
these votes must be communicated to 
Irons, who, if a majerity are in favor of 
returning to work, will indorse Powder- 
ly's order of last night to that effect. 

At ten a, m. the striking Knights on 
the Missouri Pacific, notwithstanding 
Powderly’s order to return to work, bad 
not done so, and were awaiting official 
inetructions from Irons.
